We were out, on a visit to Le Co- 
teulx Deaf-Mute Institution sometime 
ago. and wore surprised to find every- 
thing up to the standard of other 
Deaf-Mate Institutions in the matter 
of education, but. in cleanliness and Ol- 
der (hey seemed lo be a little ahead. 
Wo were kindly shown through the 
building by one of the teachers. Sister 
Mary Dosethius. They have three cha- 
pels, seven school rooms, several dor- 
mitories, a shoo shop, chair shop, print- 
ing shop and the usual auxiliaries. The 
Institution is on Edward St., in the very 
midst, of the city, and it seems in 
about half a dozen years they may 
move into the country. Already they 
are building a new addition in the 
country, three -miles apart, for tho 
little boys. Thus the example of the 
older boys will not be imitated by the 
younger ones. There are about, 17f> 
pupils, which it is said, is about half 
the number tho Institution can hold. 
There must be a lordly time waiting 
for the little boys. We found a few 
hoys at the Institution, who having no 
homes woro loft, behind to spend I heir 
Vacation i they were all bright looking 
and happy. There is one little boy 
both deaf and dumb and blind, and 
they say he learns fast, and is as 
happy as any one. 

Although times are not lively in 
Buffalo, they are good times.

A. D. Hays, of Romney, W. Ya., Miss 
Susie Benedict, of Washington, D. C, 
and myself, on board the tine steamer 
M W. W. Corcoran," the only boat al- 
lowed to land passengers at Mount 
Vernon. The day was just what we 
wished for, the air refreshed by local 
rains the day before was cool and clear, 
and the landscape was looking its 
loveliest. After sundry hoarse, un 
feminine like shrieks from her whistle, 
our steamer, punctually at ten o'clock, 
slipped her hawsers, and floated into 
mild ochre of tho historical stream. 
There was a fair crowd of excursionists 
from Annapolis, Md., and chaperoned 
orphans, with a goodly sprinkling of 
Jews — somo more sensible of whom 
kept together away in family groups 
under the deck covering, while many 
of them immediately surrounded their 
deaf-mute neighbors to quiz them.

Once fairly under way, the most

Christ Church where General Wash- 
ington worshipped, and the old Care] 
House, which was occupied as Brad- 
dock's Headquarters. From here Brad- 
dock, the Bower of the British Army, 
marched to the fatal battlefield 
Port Du Quesque, now Pittsburgh, 
Peon. 

Shortly after leaving Alexandria, the 
Forts Foote and Washington, both 
rapidly going to decay, appeared, the 
latter on a high bluff, the first si.

portant defence of the Capital. Ap- 
propriations are asked for the next 
year lo restore the forts, and will, in 
all probability, be carried out.

Osk of our correspondents lately 
called attention to the neglected condi- 
tion of the Burnet Monument. Jolm 
B. Unmet was a semi mute of rare 
intellectual attainments. He was for 
many years a teacher at the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
which position he filled and honored 
until his death, in 1874. We are of 
the opinion that the monument was 
erected partly from individual con- 
tributions and largely through a dona- 
tion made by the Fanwood Literary 
Association. It is the duty of his 
family to keop in order the ground 
that covers his last resting place. 
When he lived he was sought after 
and honored. How soon our memories 
fade from the recollection of busy hn 
manity after we cease to be a part of 
it ! Here is an extract from a series 
of resolutions written by Rev. Henry 
Winter Syle, as Secretary of a meeting 
of teachers and officers of the New 
York Institution, and published in the 
Annals of Oelolxr. 1H74 : "Under a 
singularly modest and unassuming ex- 
terior he veiled untiring industry, pro- 
fonnd research, and var.ed learning. 
In our grief for his loss we cherish 
the memory of his friendship and his 
example, and record our gratitude that 
he was spared to us so long." We 
hope that all deaf mute visitors to the 
tomb of John Robertson Burnet in the 
cemetery of Northfield, N. J., will stay 
a while, as did oar correspondent, and 
pull away the weeds that rankle on his 
grave. 

Ji.'i.ia Brace, the deaf, dumb and 
blind girl who excited so much sympa 
thy and curiosity during her stay at 
the Hartford Asylum, died about two 
weeks ago. For seventy-seven yeats 
■be lived the lonely life of one, who 
has no other avenue of communication 
than the sense of touch. Her case is 
a most remarkable one, as she became 
intelligent and clever in various ways, 
although no instruction whatever was 
given her nntil she had groped her 
dark way to womanhood. There are 
three or four blind deaf-mutes now 
living in the United States. The MM 
who is most famous and best known 
to the public is Laura Bridgman. She 
has developed a wonderfully bright 
intellect iH.der the assiduous and con- 
stant teaching with which she has 
I She is now about fifty- 
one years old. Another remarkable 
blind deaf-mute is James If. Onton, at 
present a pupil of the New York Insti- 
tution. His mind is exceedingly 
bright, his memory remarkably acute, 
and he appears to enjoy life as well as 
any one possessed of all the senses. 
We venture to predict that in general 
and educational knowledge he will 
eventually stand alone without a peer 
among those who may be similarly af- 
flicted. Richard Clinton and Martha 
.-rehouse are two others who are 
at present reaping the benefits of i 
ful secular and religions teaching.
